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PIE SILOS 


The pit silo, for the farmer who 
does not fee! justified in going to the 
evpense of building an expensive stave 
silo, is the most practical form of 
silo that can be built. This type of 
silo is strongly recommended hy H. A. 
Craig, deputy minister of agriculture, 
and Prof. G. H. Cutler, who are beth 
authorities on ensilage, as being es- 
pecially su‘ted for the Southern part 
of the ‘province, and in central Alber- 
ta, where the water level is low 
enougn below the surface. 

The pit silo costs nothing but the 
labor. The pit can be anywhere from 
eight to fifteen feet across ang from 
ten to fifteen feet deep. A _ pit silo 
is practically the same as a stave silo 
with the exception that it is nelow 
ground where the other is above 
ground, and there ‘s,the added diffi- 
culty of getting the ensilage out. 

The trench silo, which is practical. 
ly the same as the pit silo, is often 
built in the side of a hill, which mak- 
es it much easier to take the ensilage 
out, 

Very few pit silos are in use in 
Western Canada, but where they 
have been used they have given rood 
results. Herbert Sharron of Spinney 
Hill, Sask., used a pit silo last year 
and is using it now for the second 
year. The quality of the ensilage was 
excellent. - “ 

A great many stockmen who are 
going in for growing sunflowers as 
an ensilage crop, are of the opinion 
that the only way that good ensilage 
can be made is with a stave or some 
other form of silo above ground. This 
is not the case. Good ensilage can be 
made under any conditions where the 
air can be excluded from a barrel to 
a pit. During the past year five bar- 
rels of ensilage was made for experi- 
mental purposes at the Univeristy of 
Alberta in ordinary of] barrels, One 
farmer at ‘Morinville, stacked green 
oats and peas when they were damp 
and when the stack was opened it 
was found that fermentation had set 
in and as a result he had a stack of 
ensilage. Making ensilage is merely 
a process of fermentation. In the 
Western: States pit silos hav? been 
used fairly extensively for a number cf 
years. . 

In building a pit silo, drainage 
the most important consideration. Un- 
der conditions that exist in central 
Alberta if a pit solo is built in a 
location where water is not likely to 
get into it from. the bottom. there 
shoulg be no glifficulty in making good 
ensilage. One advantage of the pit 
silo over silos built above ground is 
that it is much easier to fill and does 
not require a blower. After the silo 
has been filled it can be wade air 
tight by covering with a layer of 
straw and sawdust. In some places 
oats are seeded in the wet sawdust 
which when it sprouts makes the 
covering air tight. 
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FORTIETH ANNUAL 
REPORT OF C.P.R, 
IS MADE PUBLIC 


Net Earnings of the Canadian Pacific 
for Past Year, $33,153,044.60. 


— 


Montreal, March 30.—The fortieth 
annual report of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, which will be presented to 
the shareholders in May, was made 
public yesterday. Tt shows , gross 
earnings for the year to December 
21, 1920, of $216,641,849.30, and net 
earnings of $32.153.044.60. After all 
charges, pension fund contribution 
and dividends have been paid there 
is left a net surplus for the year of 
$450,358.77. ‘ 

Working expenses for the year 
amounted to 84.70 per cent. of the 
gross eurnings and tho net earnings 
to 15.30 per cent., as compared with 
81.39 per cent. and 18.61 per cent. in 
1919. Gross earnings in 1920 excead- 
ed those of 1919 by $39,712,289, and 
the net earnings by $220,008. The 
large addition of $39,492,281 in work- 
Ing expenses is, it is stated in the .re- 
port, due to the enforced application 
in Canada of what is known as the 
Chicago, wage award, which added 
approximately $12,000,000 to the pay 
rolls for the year; to the increase in 
the cost of fuel and materials and 
to the charging of the year’s federal 
taxes into operating expenses, where 
they properly belong. 

“The heavy and rapid movement of 
freight during October and Novem- 
ber and the first half of Decembcr, 
under the tariffs prescribed by the 
railway commission, effective Septem- 
ber 13, enabled the company to ab- 
sorb these charges and earn its usual 
charges, dividends and a modest sur- 
plus,” and the directors regard the 
yeur’s operations as satisfactory.

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CUPID ON THE JOB 


The eighty-second annual report of 
the registrar-general of Britain has 
never been included among the best 
sellers, but an inquisitive newspaper- 
man with a romantic turn of mind has 
put it in the way of being a far more 
popular volume than heretofore.among 
those of the fair sex, anyway. The 
book shows that Britain, despite the 
record number of divorces, is surren- 
dering to Cupid in greater numbers 
than at any other time in history, says 
the Winnipeg Tribune. 

During 1919 there were 369,411 mar- 
rizges in England and Wales, which 
constitutes a high record, just as 1917 
constituted a low one. And the num- 
ber of young widows who have cast 
the net over the heads of eligible 
young men was nearly eleven times 
as many, at the age of 25, as in 1911, 
and nearly thirty-one times as many 
between 25 and 30, as in that year. 

Evidently experience counts for a 
good deal, and Samuel Weller was a 
keen judge of the dangers of proxi- 
mity to those temporarily deprived of 
the sturdy oak. And tae age doesn’t 
seem to matter much. Widows of 45 
have doubled their score over the 1911 
figures. 

The suggestion that the war has 
caused the encircling movement by 
the fair, fat und forty brigade is dis- 
missed by the registrar-general him- 
self, who dogmatically asserts that 
the increase is too great to be accoun- 
ted for in that way. 

A very interesting feature of the 
figures is that the widows have in the 
great majority of cases married bach- 
elors, passing up widowers for the in- 
experienced kind. In other words, 
house-broke husbands are a drug on 
the marriage market. Of course this 
is susceptible of another explanation, 
widowers being notoriously wary and 
even cynical. But the fact remains 
that even if all is not going happily 
in the old land, generally speaking, 
things are as merry as a marriage bell 
in some 369,000 establishments where 
formerly the domestic cat or the star 
boarder reigned supreme.

Stettler convention recently, with 
68 delegates in attendance, organized. 
Some of the delegates there thought 
that the present government was 
pretty good, both as to laws and ad- 
nministration. Most of the delegates, 
however, were very critical, especially 
of the Attorney General's department; 
they were afraid that all laws would 
be brought into disrepute through the 
loose administration of the Liquor 
Act. 

Since Stettler had organized, the 
organization there, wanted to know 
what to say, and ‘why. The need of 
further organization therefore be- 
Bven admitting that 


the present government was giving 


good laws and good administration, we 
are not being governed democratically. 


DISCUSSIONS 


The tentative platform framed at 
the Federal convention last -fall was 
used,as the basis of the proposed 
platform. 

The resolution to organize the con- 
st'tuency on political lines was cCar- 
ried unanimously without debate. 

Regarding taxation, Mr, ‘Malcolm 
thought it advisable that various gov- 
ernments and municipalities should 
recognize an exclusive field of taxa- 
tion for each and not overlap. He 
favored making the tax on unimprov- 
ed land equal to the full rental value 
of the land, and so force speculators 
either to sell or improve the land. 

The discussion on teachers’ satar- 
ies was perhaps the warmest of the 
entire convention. Harry Wallace 
was the leader of the debate. He con- 
sidered that teachers were worthy of 
adequate salaries and contended that 
they should be paid according to abil- 
ity and experience. 

It was not right that a teacher 
could pass a short course in Normal 
and forthwith demand $1200 salary. 
Some young teachers do not even 
respect the contracts they have made. 
On the other hand, there are teachers 
with long experience that are not re- 
ceiving what they are entitled to. 
The present system is unfair to the 
child, the ratepayers and the teachers 
themselves. Money cannot repay the 
fiathfulness of a really good teacher. 
“We will pay anything if they will 
teach the curriculum and deliver the 
goods.” . 

Ralph Patterson backed Mr. Wal- 
lace in his contentions, and told of ob- 
servations he had made. He would 
not object to good salaries to good 
teachers, but objected to being held 
up by permit or unsatisfactory teach- 
ers. ‘ 

F, W. Galbraith asked for permis- 
sion to speak, and emphasized the fact 
that there were excesses on both sid- 
es. Supply and demend would ulti- 
mately regulate things. The farmer 
has the heavy end these days, but he 
will not make progre ess by bucking the 
teachers, 

Mr. Malcolm ania. the farmers were 
out for better pay and so were the 
teachers. If farmers get what they 
are after, they will do it with the help 
of others who work.

‘Patterson citeq what he characterized 
as glaring overcharges, A doctor had 
madé.-two:trips 12 miles out and 
charged $83.00 for doing-so, . Another |: 


‘| farmer, had been practically put out of 


business as a result of a $500 or $600 
doctor bill last year. E 

‘Mr... Wallace then advanced the 
view that *doctors should ‘be employ- 
ed.by..the State; his theory was well 
supported .by several other delegates. 

R. A. VanSlyke thought the Chinese 
system. had ours beaten. He stated 
that in China the doctor was paid 
when he kept people well; if they, got 
sick he lost his pay, He did not think 
that medical. services. should: be com- 
mercialized. ‘You could not blame a 
doctor for wanting to collect his ac- 
‘counts. The government should see 
that he was paid and then'demand the 
service. 

J. E. Lundberg urged for complete 
nationalization of the entire medical 
profession. We must change the sys- 
tem; we can’t blame the doctors, 

G. W. Smith scented danger in an 
effort to regulate doctors’ fees. Doc- 
tors could find all kinds of excuses 
why they should not attend cases if 
‘the fees were not satisfactory. 

Mr. McKinnon urged for _ better 
distribution of doctors so that | such 
long trips would not he necessary. 

Scott Hastie contended it was 
necessary to get rid of the whole 
profiteering system. Not high -profits 
but happy. human beings must be the 
controlling motive. 

On the subject of banking, J. GC. 
Oldford argued that the proposed 
bank system should be nation wide. 

Mr. Malcolm said the idea was to 
establish a system of rural credits 
such as they now have in Manitoba. 

The subject of the recall was the 
source of another argument. Mr. 
Millar started the ball rolling by say- 
ing he did not approve of the idea of 
nominating a man and sking him to 
sign his resignation at one and‘ the 
same time. 

Scott Hastie thought if the man was 
a proper candidate he would not 
hesitate to sign his resignation” 

This was followed by an {mpassion- 
ed appeal by Mr. Wallace. He begged 


them to put their confidence in the 


man—away with suspicions; let him 
go ahead. If the candidate had the 
interests of the O.F.A. at heart before 
he was nominated, he would not go 
yery far wrong afterward. Mr. Wal- 
lace would never sign any such resig- 
nation as far as he was concerned. 

R. A. VanSlyke regarded the signed 
resignation as the candidate’s bond. 
It was customary in most commercial 
enterprises for a man to give a bond 
to secure the employer against finan- 
cial loss. The recall was a bond 
against political loss. At the close of 
each session the member should give 
an account: of his actions, and then if 
his course was not satisfactory he 
should be retired. 

Mr. Millar did not think it was fair 
that two or three with a_ personal 
grudge should be able to stir up op- 
position and so unseat what might be 
a perfectly good member. 

Mr. Lundberg reférred to the faMure 
of President Wilson to get his fourteen 
points all recognized at Paris, and 
thought that if the United States had 
been able to send another man to 
take his place, the new one might 
have?succeeded better.* He regarded 
the Recall as fully democratic. 

Mr. Shonts said that every business 
institution must use the recall. ty 
an agent does not do what he is told 
he must come home. Without the re- 
call we have no strings on our repre- 
sentatives; we jump into the wagon 
and throw the lines away. 

Scott Hastie was proud of the U. F. 
A, platform because it had the recall 
in it. The social problems must be 
faced. He was afraid that some 
secondhand politicians would be palm- 
ed off on the farmers. His Local was 
prepared to support only an honest-to- 
God farmers’ candidate. 

Mr. Wallace predicted that the re- 
call would never bein the platform to 
stay. Proportional representation he 
regarded as ample protection for the 
electorate. He urged the convention 
to be idealisticas well as democratic. 
He honored personality and would not 
sell his judgment. 

Mr. McPherson thought that if the 
candidate was a man of proper prin- 
ciples we didn’t need the recall. On 
the other hand Mr. Gaetz said he had 
always voted for who he considered 
the best man, but sometimes his confi- 
dence had been betrayed. Mr. Gaetz 
explained that the intention of the 
recall was that a man’s recorg would 
be reviewed at the end of the ses- 
sion. 

Mr. Millar contended that trouble 
in the past had arisen from the fact 
that men couldn’t trust each other. 

R. A. VanSlyke said that no one 
would think of saying to a hired man, 
“There, now I have hired you for a 
year; §0 ahead and do as_ you 
please.” Running a government 
should surely be as practical as run- 
ning your own farm. We.must carry 
on our business for the pursuit of 
happiness, 

In introducing the resolution to re- 
duce the number of parliamentary rep- 
resentatives, Mr. Wallace thought the 
ordinary private member did not have 
very much¥ to say anyway in the 
affairs of state. The deputy minis- 
ters do the business, and it is all cut 
and dried before our honorable mem- 
bers go near the sessions. Our mem- 
bers are our bouquets. Fifteen men 
were ample if selected by Beaver tional 
representation, 

7. B. Millar introduced the pipe line 
charter question, and characterized 
the proposed legislation as iniquitous. 
It was safe. he considered, to oppose 
all blanket charters on general prin- 
ciples. 

Matters of organization and busi- 
ness were duly completed. The dele- 
zates decided to pool their railroad 
fares. the pool bein figured at $1.30 
per delegate. 

The meeting Jasted about four and 
a half hours, and was considered to 
be very successful.

ASPECTS AND GAUSES 
OF PRESENT ECONOMIC 
“CONDITIONS 


C. H. Snell Presents His Viewpoint at 
the Brotherhood, Sunday Afternoon 


The predictions of most prominent 
speakers and writers have broken 
down. Men of repute in 1914 told us 
that one or two years of such whole- 
sale destruction as then was entailed 
would see the economic and financial 
collapse of all the nations engaged in 
the deadly struggle. But the war kept 
going beyond its allotted span, and the 
productive forces behind the actual 
fighting seemed limitless. During one 
day toward the close of the War Brit- 
ish troops alone used nearly a 
million shells, °40,000 tons or more 
than was used during the whole 3% 
years of the Boer war. ; 

Such war records of production 
were made in spite of the fact that 
millions of the men were withdrawn 
from industry records that would 
have been deemed impossible in pre- 
war days. Following the war innum- 
erable articles, editorials, and pamph- 
lets urged that production be speeded 
up to repair the losses sustained; the 
world’s larder was bare, and the ware- 
houses empty. M@reover, a large part 
ot France, Belgium and other coun- 
tries haq been overrun, and it appear- 
ed as though it would take a gener- 
ation to repair the damage and over- 
take the normal requirements of the 
race. . 

This extract from a Canadian meat 
packer’s pamphlet is typical: “The 
individual investigations of each firm 
totalled and summed up show _ that 
market prospects for Canadian meats 
for the next 10 years at least are more 
favorable than ever before in the his- 
tory of the packing business.” 

The plausible prediction of a year 
ago is falsified by the events of today. 
There is no market for stock or any 
other commodity. ‘We fing ove? a mil- 
lion unemployed in Britain, and 3% 
millions in Canada and the U.S., and 
millions more working on short time 
Every industrial nation in the world 
is similarly affected. The wage earn- 
er suffers most, probably the farmer 
is u close second. Only the farmer 
cannot be told to quit his job, unless 
it be by the sheriff. With the wage 
earner and the farmer in such straits. 
business of all kinds is bound to suf- 
fer. 

Dun's and Bradstreet’s show an in- 
creasing number of failures; there are 
also heavy losses in depreciation of 
stocks and credits. Manufacturers 
feel it, for where there is no business, 
there are no profits: The big capitalist 
however does- not suffer; he only 
waits till the tide turns and industry 
starts again. 

We need intelligent, constructive 
criticism in.days like these. The pres- 
ent industrial situation is serious. For 
over a hundred years business booms 
and depressions have alternated regu- 

larly. We have not forgotten the 
year 1914 after the two previous boom 
years. Similarly the years 1907- 8 with 
their unemployment and destitution, 
afso the period following the Crimean 
war. The present depression seems 
to be more serious and universal than 
any of these. 

Lloyd George declared in a speech 
during the war that British soldiers 
could never be asked to go back to the 
struggles and hardships of pre-war 
days, but the’ British worker and the 
Canadian farmer have been rudely 
jolted in the past year. 

Some will say that the present con- 
ditions are a part of the natural order 
of things and cannot be regulated. 
Most of us wil] not endorse this fatal- 
istic view. These problems must 
yield before intelligent application of 
the laws that govern social dévelop- 
ment: 

To say that the big capitalist engin- 
eers these depressions in order to 
squeeze out his smaller competitors 
is hardly worthy of consideration; he 
merely makes the most of his oppor- 
tunities when the conditions arise. 
The conditions are not sufficiently 
profitable for him to seek them, even 
if he could engineer matters to bring 
them about. 

The influence of th tariff is neg- 
ligible, despite all that is said on the 
subject. Free trade Britain has its 
millions of unemployed. Protection- 
ist Canada and U.S.A. have their army 
of unemployed. Tariffs won't settle 
it. 

Lack of demand is one of the out- 
standing features. Everyone has 
goods to sell, but nobody wants to 
buy. Not because there is no need, 
but because many who need have no 
money to buy. Thousands in the 
world are needing the simple necessi- 
ties of life but cannot get them be- 
cause they lack the cash. 

As soon as the prospect of profits 
disappears, production is curtailed. 
The markets of the world are glutted. 
C. H. Douglas in “Credit Power and 
Democracy” expresses the idea, when 
he says. “The difficulties of obtaining 
foreign markets and the falling off of 
purchasing at home are the cause wt 
the present crisis. The world is not 
suffering from under production; the 
most pressing problem, as every 
manufacturer knows, is to find cus- 
tomers to take the glut of goods.” 

Nor yet is the world suffering from 
over production, since most people 
even in this country are unable to 
buy half the things that they need. 
In other words it is not production but 
distribution that has broken down. 

The problem arises from the fact 
that the worker is a seller of his labor 
power, and at the same time the pur- 
chaser of the things he makes. The 
Canada Year Book, relating to Cana- 
dian manufuctures, says that: 

The valne of products covering the 
various intustries, including food pra- 
ducts; textile, iron and steel, timber. 
lumber. leather, paper and printing, 
chamicals, glass. tobacco. vehicles. 
shins, ete. was 3,016 millions, raw ma- 
terials used were 1,606 millions, leav- 
ing the value added in manufacturing 
1410 millions. 

Of this amount 
paid in wages and salaries, 
balance of 857 millions. Thus the 
new value created is 1410) millions 
which {s, of course, inthe form of food 
stuffs, clothing, boots, crockery, furni- 
ture, steel work, ships, ete. These 
commodities are for sale. If the work 
ers spend all their wages, they can 
only buy 5 worth

twa years after the war, 

Industrial development and extreme 
extravagance of the period were satis- 
fied, and a surplus accumulated, which 
involves a keener competition to sell 
the goods; next follows the reduction 
of wages in an effort to reduce costs, 
The markets being glutted, the fac- 
tories close and unemployment en- 
sues. This in turn reduces the de- 
nena and strangles industry still fur-

LETHBRIDGE NEARLY EQUAL 


A review of the equalizéd figures 
given in the accompanying for the six 
cities discloses that the city of Leth- 
bridge was virtually the only one 
where the board did not find it neces- 
sary to put its figures below those of 
the municipal authorities.
